Change to be Sought in Apportionment 
of Local Share of S. A. D. *44 Funding 


Petitions are being prepared 
and will be circulated to ask the 
the Directors of M.S. A. D. #44 
to call a meeting to determine the 
necessity of changing the method 
of distnibuting school costs among 
the five towns of the District. 


Presently the costs are based on 
the state valuation of each town. 
Under this method some towns pay 
a much larger per pupil cost than 
others. Per pupil costs for FY 81, 
based on the number of pupils Ap- 
ril 1, 1980, are as follows: Andov- 
er, $928.09; Bethel, $806.59; Green- 
wood, $1,369.80; Newry, $2,181.71; 
Woodstock, $1,026.37. Average per 
pupil cost for the District is 
$997.98, 

Municipal officers from Green- 
wood, Newry and Woodstock met 
Monday evening at the Greenwood 
Town Ofifice to discuss the prob- 
Jem, 

Figures were presented showing 
costs to each town in the District 
using different methods of com- 
puting costs. Under the law, if a 
petition, or petitions, bearing sig- 
natures of 10% of the voters in the 
District casting votes for candi- 
dates for governor in the last gu- 
bernatorial election, the Board of 
Directors shall then give at least 
15 days notice to the municipal of- 
ficers of each municipality com- 
prising the District, of a meeting to 
be held for this purpose. At this 
meeting, each municipality in the 
District shall be represented by 
two persons selected by its muni- 
cipal officers and one School Dis- 
trict Director selected by the Board 
of Directors. if a change is recom- 
mended by a majority vote, a Dis- 
trict Meeting shall then be called.

For hours the night stood over 
“35 in a great bowl, stretching ab- 
wve the. earth to infinity, Beyond 
adhe blue sunlit air lay eternal dark- 
mess, Then suddenly I awoke, The 
gongs of the thrushes were the 
only sounds in the stillness, Day- 
dight was breaking and the day 
became bright, 

Mother duck and her family 
waddled near my boat to their wet 
hunting grounds; mother leading. 
the way. Nine fat tumbling duck- 
Jings strung out behind like but- 
tons down a waving kite tail. They 
headed across the pond to a moist, 
inviting plate bordered with cat- 
Yaiis, bushes, and the soft silver 
Gf green swillows. 

it was on that day that Ruth and 
Z went for a hike. The road we 
400k I had never traveled before 
{put Ruth knew of its existence and 
shad been on part of it, The land 
was green with the darkness of 
wines but there were trends of 
white ‘birches and other trees. 

_ The air was sweet with ferns and 
flowers. and we noticed all of 
them, The bluets, violets, and blue 
grass were most common in the 
wrass in the road, Gray, with flow- 
rs in mind wrote, “Full many a 
‘flower was born to blush unseen 
and waste its sweetness on the 
desert air.” I saw no Lady’s Slip- 
per today but thought of those 
jast trip. None are wasted. If no 
ome but myself ever saw them they 
have served their purpose. As long 
as I live I shall hold their faces 
iifted to the sun and their blos- 
soms in my heart. 

There had been farms now de- 
sented where woods are closing in 
on every side; Maine's vast wood- 
iands stretching away for miles to 
the horizon. Places like this offer 
many attracitons. Birds sing for 
you alone. To those who really 
love the woods and far places and 
ate not afraid the wilderness has 
much to give. These woods do not 
open their secrets to a multitude 
‘but reserve the joys for those who 


‘go quietly and with the spinit of 
weverence. It is nicer to travel 
alone or with one or two agreeable 
companions, like yourself; who 
enjoys the soft breathing stillness 
of the deep wood country, One 
must move slowly, watching, sens- 
ing, listening for wonder and mys- 


tery. There is much to gain in the 


out-of-doors. 

We noticed a tree which had 
prown in an unusual way and had 
toppled to the ground. 

_ The road at the hill top saw the 
country spread out, while in the 
dwilight valleys there were tiny 
streams singing their never-ending 
jong shining on the way to big- 
ger waters, 

There were quiet glades where 
ferns grew waist high, a particu- 
Jarly ‘beautiful spot. 

In one opening long gone gold- 
‘mrod stems were covered with 
goldenrod galls, Many of these 
little homes were for rent today. 
I have often found them but never 
saw so many at ‘one time. I brought 
three of them home and investi- 
gated one. They are manble-like 
swellings and in each side is a 
worm-like grub feeding on the 
juicy walls of its home until the 
coming of winter, when the grub 
‘quits eating and turns to a gold 
colored, egg-shaped pupa. Decem- 
ber storms beat against its home

OF HAZARDOUS WASTE TO 
AMPACT AREA INDUSTRY 

* Any New England business firm 
which generates, transports, treats 
sor disposes of hazardous waste has 
nntil Aug, 17 to notify the U. S, 
Environmental Protection Agency 
sf that fact under new federal 
‘regulations, 

Paul G, Keough, Director of 
PA's Regional Office of Public 
Awareness, explained that the no- 
' tification sprocess is part. of a na- 

tionwide program to deyelop a 

“cradle to grave” approach to the 

problem jof hazardous waste, The 

mew regulations under the Re- 
source Conservation and Recovery 

Act of 1976 are designed to make 

ihe generator responsible for the 

ultimate safe disposal of the firm's 

‘hazardous waste. 

Industries in New England which 
generate more than 1,000 kilo- 
grams (2,204.6 pounds) of hazard- 
‘ous. Waste Per month must contact 
EPA and obtain an identification 
mumber by mid-August, 

By Nov. 19, hazardous waste 
wenerators must put in place a 
waste tracking (manifest) system. 

Mr, Keough explained that the 
manifest system requires the gen- 
erator to determine if this wastes 
are hazardous, and if so, to pack- 
age them according to Department 
of Transportation standards, The 
generator must prepare a manifest 
which describes the waste and the 
address of the approved facility 
where it is to be taken, 

“The generator must give copies 
xf that manifest to the transport- 
er, Under the program, the trans- 
‘porter must sign a copy of the 
manifest, acknowledging accep- 
trance of the waste and ‘give it to 
the ‘generator. He must deliver the 
waste to the designated facility and 
weceive from that facility a signed 
copy of that manilfest. 

“The facility must sign a copy 
of the manifest and return it to 
the generator, thus closing the 
toop. The generator, when he re- 
teives the signed manifest, knomws 
that his waste arrived safely. But 
if he does not receive a signed 
xopy he must, within 35 days, con- 
tact the transporter and the desig- 
nated facility to ind out 'the sta- 
tag off ithe waste and within 45 
days, submit a report to EPA,” Mr, 
Keough continued. 

The EPA Official noted that 
within the next month, businesses 
‘will receive packets of information 
explaining in detail the reporting 
and other requirements, The EPA 
has also established a task force 
to thelp explain the regulations, 
Generators or tranporters with 
questions may cal] (617) 223-0240, 
0241 or 0242, 

« “The regulations are extremely 
jmportant to our effort to better 
manage our hazardous waste prob- 
lems, The program will give us a 
“national and regional roadmap of 
‘where waste is and where it is 
going. This system should help 
eliminate many of the incidences 
of improper and illegal disposal 
of thazardous ‘waste which has 
plagued our Region in recent 
months,” Mr, Keough concluded.

THEFT OF BICYCLES IN MAINE 
CONTINUE TO INCREASE 


Bicycle thefts continue to be on 
the increase in Maine. 

There were 4,222 bicycles worth 
$390,266 reported stolen to State, 
focal and county police agencies 
during 1979, an increase of 17.1% 
over the previous year, according 
to the Uniform Crime Reporting 
(UCR) unit of the Maine Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

“With the average of $92.44 per 
theft, it’s imperative that bicycle 
owners make every effort to secure 
their bikes from larceny. If a bike 
is stolen, the bicyclist should be 
able to identify it so it can be 
claimed when recovered by po- 
Tice,” said Commissioner Arthur 
A. Stilphen of the Maine Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

According to Stilphen, “A good 
lock ig necessary to help prevent 
the theft of a bicycle. Locks may 
be purchased at bicycle shops or 
most hardware and discount de- 
partment stores.”" : 

Maine’s Public Safety Commis- 
sioner advises bike owners to 
make a list of the following and 
keep it in a safe place: Owner's 
mame and address (make of bi- 
cycle, serial number, color and 
license number (if required). In 
addition, a bike should be regis- 
tered or licensed as required by 
municipal ordinance. 

The State UCR statistics show re- 
ported stolen bicycles accounted 
for 14.2% of all larcenies in Maine 
last year. The property crime of 
lareeny-theft is defined by UCR 
as “the unlawful taking of the 
property of another with the intent 
to deprive him of ownership.” 

In addition, the worth of bicycle 
thefts exceed the value of all 
property stolen from robberies dur- 
ing 1979 by nearly $200,000. The 
violent crime of robbery is de- 
fined by UCR ag “the felonious 
and forcible taking of the proper. 
ty of andther against his will, by 
violence or by putting him in 


“The point of comparing these 
bicycle larcenies to all the rob- 
beries in Maine is to make the 
people moré aware of the magni- 
tudé of bicycle thefts,” Commis: 
sioner Stilphen said,

The Week in 
Washington 


. by Sen. George J. Mitchell 
: Draft Registration 

The Senate earlier this month 
passed: a proposal to require young 
men to register for the draift. 

I voted against this proposal be- 
cause I lbeliave it fails to deal with 
the real problems. of military man- 
power which we now conifront, 

The registration proposal before 
Congress would require only that 
young males complete and. mail 

-posteards notifying the govern- 
ment of their existence and. loca- 
tion, Tt was intended to achieve 
two goals—first, to send a signal 
of American resolve to the Soviet 
Union, and second, to reduce from 
127 to 120 days the time in which 
trained troops could be put into 
the ‘field in the event of a national 
emergency. 

This proposal fails to address 
the current serious problems fac- 
ing the military, including the 
quality of our all-volunteer military 

force, overall combat readiness 
and the need for modernization. 

Further, the “signal” which the 
measure’s proponents intend to 
send the Soviet ‘Ynion is weak and 

conflicting. Sinée supporters of 
registration deny any intention to 
resume the draft, the signal is 
meaningless—an empty gesture 
intended to convey a state of read- 
iness the nation would not, in 
reality, achieve by its implemen- 
tation. 

As to the saving of seven’ or 
eight days im the event of a na- 
tional] emergency, no persuasive 
case has been made that these few 
days would seriously enhance the 
readiness of our anmed services. 

The Selective Service itself has 
characterized premobilization re- 
gistration as “redundant and un- 
necessary.” 

The Service did, however, stress 
the importance of an effective post 
mobilization registration program, 
which would take the Service out 
of deep standby status, render it 
ready for immediate operation and 
improve its computer facilities, I 
support this approach. 

I also found unacceptable the 
proposal’s exclusion of women 
from the registration requirement. 
I do not think women—who com- 
prise one-half our population— 
should be excluded from the ob- 
ligation to serve their country. 

We must also face the fact that 
an improved military will cost 
money. The military is losing its 
technicians just when they reach 
their maximum skill. Military fam- 
ilies are finding it difficult to make 
ends meet. So despite budget re- 
straints, we must be prepared to 
provide the funds necessary to 
atiract and maintain quality per-, 
sonnel, 

If a meaningful gesture of mil- 
itary preparedness is truly justi- 
fied, then we should debate, 
straightiorwardly, the reinstitution 
of the draft. Short of that, regis- 
tration as proposed will neither | 
enhance our national security nor 
our doméstic tranquility,
